Armistice Does Not Affect Alien 
Property Custodian. 


A. M itchell Palm er Says Reports of 


Enem y Holdings Are Ctill 


Being Made. 


Washington. Nov. 21.— A. M itchell 
Palm er, alien property custodian, in a 
statement said the signing ot the ur 
misth e does not change his functions 
or affect his iiolicies iu any way. 
“ The United States and G erm any." 
said Mr. Palm er, "are still at war, and 
tho trading with the enemy act is still 
in force. 
The alien property custodian 
will, therefore, continue to perform 
the duties which thut art lays upon 
him, and w ill tarry 
out the evident 
intent of the Congress with relation 
to enemy property until peace shall 
be proclalined. 
‘As long as the trading with the 
enemy act is iu force, it remains the 
duty of all persons having tin- custody 
or control of enem y property in this 
country to make report thereof if) ’ne 
alien property custodian.

reports 
lias 
long 
since expired, 
re­ 
ports are still coming to this office and 
there is much property in the coun­ 
try not yet reported, 
"A ttention is called to this fact be­

liability will continue even after the 
treaty of peace .-shall have been made."
